THE NEW ‘REFORM BILL 


Ir is understood that the Cabinet is now busily e peared in pre- 
paring its promised measure of Parliamentary Reform, and that 
not even the pressing interests and harassing perplexites of 
foreign politics will prevent its being brought forward early in 
the session. The country is beginuing to thiuk upon the subject, 
and the different organs of the press are discussing it in earnest. 
We have on previous occasions explained pretty freely our views 
on many parts of this voluminous question, and we have no in- 
tention of entering upon a renewed disquisition on it now; but 
we have a word or two to say to those who are deliberating on 
the matter, which we are anxious to say before it is too late. 

In bringing forward an important measure of national policy 
the Ministers of a free and popular Government like that of 
England may reasonably enough take two distinct views of their 
functiors and duty. They may either sit down and take counsel: 
with their own convictions, gather together all the materials of a 
rich experience, bring to bear upon these the faculties of 
minds trained’ in the severest schools of philosophy and states- 
mauship, and from the fuel and the spark together, kindle a light 
which shall illaminate all the dark places of the intricate question. 
They may study the needs of the couctry, the lssson of political 
waruing-and experience which are to be gathered from other lands, 
the peculiarities and:requirements of the national character, and 
the probabilities of a not illegible future ; and from this survey 
ons as to what is wise, what is wanted, 
and what isysafe,—and frame their measure accordingly. They 
may decide what ought, in their opinion, to be done—and do it. 

Or they. may take another course. They may consider, not 
what theirown opinion is, but what is the aggregate opinion of

ment. ‘They may inquire not what they wish, but what the nation 
wills. Nor is this a wholly inadmissible or irrational course.

They may feel, and with great reason, that 
they’ aré not ralers of @ despotic but administrators of a free 
State; that they hold their high position not to ride rough-shod

He must be able to estimate rather 
than to count the acclamations and the suffrages he hears ;—to 
weigh and assign their real value to this clamorous but uninfiuen- 
tial public meeting, and that dogmanic and presuming but 
powerless 0 of the press ;—of the thousand private com- 
munications he receives, to distinguish which comes from men 

sagacity ;—of the utterly contradictory statements, in 
short, which reach him from all quarters as to the wishes

which is worthless. If his rule of action be to attempt an embodi- 
bodiment and satisfuction of the nation's will, it is obvious that he 
must be, able to discover with certainty what that will is—to distin- 
guish its true from its fallacious indications ;--but it is by no means 
obvious through what machinery or by what unerring test or tact 
he is to do this. 

In the matter of Parliamentary Reform, a Minister is at the pre- 
sent moment peculiarly liable to be led into error. He is more or 
less so in all projects of legislation involving innovation. Those 
who desire a change, ask for it, work for it, clamour it: those 
who are satisfied with things as they are, remain silent from pure 
content. The rémuant party are active: the conservative party 
are quiescent. Those who want, petition and agitate: those who 
want nothing (but the status quo), simply do nothing. Those 
who believe that Ministers agree with them and will act as they 
would wish, abstain from bothering them: those who are of a dif- 
ferent way of thinking, bring to bear upou them every engive of 
influence and importunity which they can possibly put in action. 
So, to a certain extent, it will be in this case; and it is from 
misapprehensions thus originating that we wish especially to 
warn the Government. A great change has come over the 
feelings of the country on the subject of Representative Reform — 
a change which has as yet, however, been manifested by no quite 
corresponding change either in the tone of journalism, in the re- 
linquishment of former watch-words, or in the construction and 
language of the House of Commons. . A-great-desire (though aso- 
ber-and-patient ification stilt-exists im the 
pudlic mi B objects and direction ave-strangety al- 

e wishes, shibboleths, and banners of ten years agoare not 
those of to-day. The old formulas may still be used, but they have 
lost theirspiritand their meaning. ‘The old creedsare still professed, 
but people no longer believe in them. The old war cries are still 
shouted, but they no longer stir the hearts of the people as with 
the sound of a trumpet. The ballot has still many advocates and 
many voters; but it has far fewer fanatics and devotees than for- 
merly, ‘The extension of the suffrage is still desired, but we have 
learned to distinguish between a lowering and an extension. As 
for minor points which of old occupied so prominent a place 
amon Radical demands—abolition of property qualification, 
“manhood” or “complete” suffrage, payment of members, 
shorter parliaments, &c.,—they have all vanished into thin air. 
A sober senator, with a reputation to lose, would as soon think 
of wearing a pig-tail as advocating these now. ‘Times are 
changed, and we have changed wita them. ‘lhe Radical reformers 
were in the ascendant formerly: the philosophical and conserva- 
tive reformers are in the ascendant now, Some years ago a 
somewhat sweeping and democratic measure might have given 
strength and support to a Ministry : it would be their opprobrium 
ard ruin now. Discussion hag lead to a juster estimate of what 
we want. The experience off the last five years has also helped 
us to know what to avoid. “The real reforms, which have been 
already accomplished without any organic changes, have made 
all men less willing to risk any very extensive experiments. Free 
Trade has robbed Parliamentary Reform of half its attractions.

This is an unexampled 
quantity for one month, and, as there were from 400 to 500 ves- 
els waiting in port, more will probably be sent. Of the quanti 
exported a small proportion only was destined for England. 
see, accordingly, in Mr Mongredien’s list of the 28th ult., while 
there were seven vessels on their way to London with cargoes 
of Egyptian wheat, and one with wheat from Galatz, and one 
with soft wheat from Salonica, no vessel is announced from 
Odessa. In the week, however, 2,500 qrs are reported as ar- 
rived from that place in the port of Londop. Considerable 
arrivals, too, are taking place from other quarters. We are in- 
formed that there is floating on its way to this country the fol- 
lowing quantity of wheat and flour, which is, however, in part 
included in the statement of expor’s ftom America made above :—

There is less on its way to this country now than is usual at this 
period of the year, but it must be remembered thet ours is not at 
present the dearest market. Cargoes from Odessa and other 
places are continually bought in this country for other countries, 
and when our price rises above theirs, some of what they are 
now receiving will come hither. Attempts even have been made, 
since the fall of price in the South of France, to bay wheat at Mar- 
seilles and other places, bat the price there, combined with the high 
freights, makes it not advantageous. As freights fall, however, 
which is not an unlikely circumstance, we shall procure our 
supplies partly from thence, and on more favourable terms than 
our competitors ; and thus. the small quantities now coming to 
our market may be taken as a sign that much more will come 
hereafter. 

The war, the closing of the roads, the season, and other causes 
may prevent us getting much more corn immediately from the 
Black Sea or the North of Europe, but the United States will be 
open to us, and though the supplies may not immediately find 
their way from the provinces on the Black Sea, the harvest there 
is announced to be excellent, and in due time it will come hither. 
Of the large quantities already shipped from Odessa and the 
United States only a small proportion can be the resalt of the 
harvest of 1853. ‘The bulk of that from both countries has yet 
to be thrashed out and sent forward, and the quantity already 
shipped from both places seems a very tolerable earnest of much 
larger quantities yet to be shipped. Long experience has convinced 
us that no obstacles of war or prohibitions will prevent supplies 
which exist from reaching the market where the prices are 
adequate to pay the cost ; and as the supplies exist, what has 
already been sent is a proof that great additional quantities will 
hereafter arrive. 

We include in our notice all the supplies for Europe, because 
a great part of Europe is a competitor with us for food, and it 
must obtain a supply as weilas England. We learn, accordingly, 
from France, which has got a large supply, that all the markets 
there are falling, as stated in a Havre circular of the 26th ult. 
In the North of France the fall has been from 1f to 2f 50c. In 
Havre itseif American flour had fallen from 45f and 46f the barrel 
to 44f and 44f 50c. Other parts of the Contiuen: are so well 
supplied that they have removed, as in Naples, the prohibition 
to export, and things abroad look much more favourably. To 
this the excellent seedtime which has prevailed throughout the 
greater part of the Continent has contributed, giving an assur- 
ance that the next harvest will be a good oue. 

Though Ireland is sending large quantities of potatoes to Eng- 
land, her corn markets are declining. The harvest there may turn 
out better than was expected, and Ireland be able to spare con- 
siderable quantities of corn for England. Our own market is dull, 
and nothiog doing, so that we may look forward with hopes of 
ample supplies and not higher prices.

THE STRIKES. 


WE laid evidence before our readers last week of the operatives 
in the North being themselves convinced that their strike was a 
failure. When they propose to form a“ labour parliament,” and 
talk of regev erating society, they engage in a perfectly new pur- 
suit, quite different from that which had before occupied them, 
requiring different tactics, different leaders, more extensive funds, 
and a much larger co-operation. The leaders are ready at hand, 
but the funds and the co-operation will not be found. For such 
a scheme to have the least chance of success, it must be cordially 
embraced by the bulk of the workiug classes. Their overwhelm- 
ing number might make them all-powerful could they be united, 
but it preveuts their union, and saves society from being subja- 
gated by as a class, as it is saved by some correspouding 
circu from being subjugated by any one class. The new 
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project of a * labour parliament” is an effective termination, by 
the operatives themselves, of the strike. The new project is too 
wild to command support, though it may serve as an escape valve 
for much disappointment at the failure ; and we may confidently 
rely on the bulk of the operatives speedily returning to their cus- 
tomary avocations, and again sanerens themselves with that 
propriety which has marked their conduct for the last ten years. 
For either a strike or a “‘ labour parliament” to be successfal, it 
must be uviversally supported; but no sooner did the masters, 
we are told, open the mills at Barley and Padiham, ou Monday 
morving, to such of the operatives as might present themselves, 
for four days per week, with the reduction of ten per cent. (the 
recent advance) from the weavers, but continuing it to the 
spinners and card-room hands, in consequence of the better posi- 
tion of spinnings in the market, than the experiment was suc- 
cessful beyond anticipation. ‘* One employer states,” says the 
Manchester correspondent of the Daily News, “that there was 
“a perfect rush among his workpeople into the mill. Some of 
‘“‘the millowners have taken advantage of the opportunity 
“ afforded by the strike to make repairs, and to introduce new 
‘* machinery, and these alterations not being all completed when 
“the hands returned to work, the disappointment was great 
“that they w ould thus be prevented from resuming work for 
“ some time longer. As rats are said to run from a falling house, 
“some of the leaders, or rather misleaders, of the operatives 
“ are extremely anxious to escape the consequences of their 
“ conduct.” Thus, instead of rallying round Mr Jones and the 
“labour parliament,” or keeping up the strike, there is a sauve 
qui peut flight back into the mills on the part of a large body, 
and the strike has really come to anend with shame and disgrace, 
as well as loss and suffering, to the workmen. The end is 
humiliating: we hope it may be turned to improvement. Let 
us look for a moment at what led to it, and what the men have 
lost by it. 
There was a wonderful increase of trade at the latter end of 
last year and the beginning of this year, the chief advantages 
of which naturally went in the first instance to the employers. 
As they extended their business and required more hands the «d- 
vantages reached the employed. There was more employment 
and higher wages. Still theemployed could not in the first instance, 
whatever might be the ultimate result (for prosperity could only 
reach them through the employers), receive an equal share with 
the employers. The complaint of the operatives was, not that 
they were not better off, but that the condition of their em- 
ployers was proportionately much more improved than their 
own. Hence their discontent—hence their demand for higher rates 
of wages—and hence, ultimately, their strike. Putting out of view 
false theories and false teaching, which had prepared the some- 
what petted operatives to make excessive demands on the masters, 
who were decried by philanthropists and couservatives, these 
} are the naked facts of the case in outline ; and probably, had the | 

strike taken place last year, it might have been more successful. 
Then provisions were cheap, the agriculturists had large crops to 
sell, and there was both at home and abroad an unusua'ly large 
| market, which was extending with unusual rapidity. But this 
year that market is fully supplied, if not overdone ; it has latterly 
been contracting ; and this year the agriculturists have much 
diminished crops. The harvest has failed. The strike, there- 
fore, which originated in an impatience which could not wait seg 
the prosperity fully reached the labourers, took place at a = 
time. The motive was bad, and the judgment incorrect. 
We and they shall soon have nothing more to say or do on = 
subject than to take care that the instruction afforded is not, 
like much preceding instruction, thrown away. 

The Barnley mills have been closed for a month—the Preston 
mills for about six weeks. At Blackburn and other places mills 
have: been closed for about the same period. At Burnley, Padi- 
ham, &c.,the number of operatives is estimated at 12,000, who 
have been entirely thrown out of work for a month. At Preston 
about 25,000 have stood idle, and at Blackburn from 16 to 
17,000 hands have been for six weeks anemployed. These three 
numbers amount to 53,500 persons ; but mills have been stopped 
at various other places, and at a moderate estimate we may say 
that 60,000 persons have ceased to earn and receive wages. ‘l'aking 
a rough average of 10s a week each for the whole, the 
amount in a month will be 120,000/ which the workmen 
have lost. But one-half of the 60,000 men have been 
out of work for six weeks, which will make one-fourth more, 

so that we may at a moderate estimate put down the sum 

‘ant to the operatives by the strike, and the general closing 
in consequence, in six weeks, at 150,000/. Ina year that would 
amount to 1,300,000. The stoppage of the mills, however, has 
necessarily diminished the earnings of a great number of hands 
in every connected branch of business, and in some branches it has 
compelled the work to be entirely stopped. The longer some 
mills ceased running, the more extensive and disastrous would 
the effects be, but the exact pecuniary loss we cannot estimate. 
Of course all profit to the employers for*the time ceases, and what 
this sum may amount to we have no means of estimating. Con- 
sidering the vast sum vested in fixed capital in the district and 
engaged in the payment of weekly wages, it probably amouats— 
running through a great variety of persons, millwrights, engineers, 








smiths, founders, bankers, &c., &c.—to a greater sum than, ; the 
direct loss of wages to the operatives who have ceased mocking. 
We should make on the whole a very low estimate if we

present suffering occasioned by such losses is everywhere evident 
in dimmed eyes, hollow cheeks, tattered garments, dismantled 
houses, and pawn-shops crowded with goods. Temper 
has been ruffled, bad passions excited or exasperated, disease 
has been engendered, and, considering the extensive and protracted 
nature of the suffering, it is probably greater than that caused by 
a pestilence or a famine, which speedily but mercifully kills 
outright. The suffering from vexation and shame, from eens 
and anger, no person can calculate. But one evil is alwa, 

sign of many co-existing evils, and the loss of wealth, whi is 
so apparent and affects us so powerfully, is only an index, but a 
true one, to much greater losses and su erings. 

And what will be the fature effects of these strikes and dis- 
putes? For months and years they will embitter the daily meet- 
ings of the employers and the employed, and leave a chronic dis- 
ease in the hearts of both. Some occurrence, which no man 
foresees—a great war, a sudden increase of taxation, a failure of 
crops—may render the disease active; and a dispute begun, we 
may a'so say, in wantonness may be fatal in its consequences to 
the peace and prosperity of the country. One evil is sure to fall 
on the operatives. We have mentioned that the great prosperity 
of 1852-53 could only reach the employed through the prosperity 
of the employers. Unless some total upset of society should take 


place, which the operatives neither contemplate nor desire, that 


course will continue, and it will oaly be as capital increases that 
wages can rise and the employed be prosperous. But every day 
the mills are stopped, profit ceases or is turned into expenditure, 
the accumulation of capital in every connected branch of produc- 
tion and distribution is entirely at an end, the fund for the fature 
payment of the workmen is diminished, ‘and the source of In- 
creased employment and reward is dried up. To become the 
master of capital they must share its advantages. They must 
permit, nay, they must hasten, its accumulation, in order that they 
may be better paid, and all become capitalists. 

This is no new doctrine. It has been preached over and over 
again, and every day’s experience, every spurt of prosperity, 
every increase of profit, has confirmed it. No sooner does any 
employer get ahead of bis business, than he brings up his business 
¢o his means, or carries it beyond them. That masters are now 
able to work short-time with some advantage, is a sign that they 
have gone rather too fast than too slow, or empl ve too large a 
portion of their profits in setting persons to work and in paying 
wages of some kind or other. Combinations of workmen to 


| raise wages always check such anoutlay. Every strike, accurd- 
| ingly, and every combination confirms our doctrine.

nately, however, the workmen do not learn by experience. They 
act on habit. 
whatever the individuals may desire or will. The mistake is a 
lamentable one. There are numberless things which no union of 
a multitude, however powerful, could effect.

it has been stopped, and on the heavier soils any more deep winter 
loughing seems scarcely possible, for such a period of freedom 
rain as would one land will ly produce frost, and 
80 Awe oe ‘his is singularly unfortunate for the strong 
land - only chance of a root crop in the spring 
consists In well turning up the soil before or during the winter, 
so that it may be ste to the action of the atmosphere and 
become pulverised by frost. 

The probable recurrence of a second wet winter forms another 
warning to the occupiers of such lands to limit their breadths of 
tillage to the quantity they can master even in wet and backward 
seasons. Wheat has been sown, but that is all; mangold wur- 

| zel has to be taken up, and Swedes also on land not dry enough 
| for feeding them off with'sheep. The pastures have become too 
wet to allow stock to remain out of doors without great deterio- 
ration. The arrears of ploughing will not now be easily overtaken. 

The markets for wheat continue firm, but there has been a 
further reduction in the price of barley. The demand for good 
stock is active, though inferior animals are not so easily disposed 
of as they were some time since; farmers find that it is not pro- 

| fitable to bestow their provender at its present high price on in- 
ferior stock. This is a lesson they, and especially the breeders, 
should keep in mind. They are learning, too, that high prices 
are by no means so desirable for the growers of agricultural pro- 
duce as they once supposed.

The unsatisfactory question of the"prohibition, which has thrown 
such a shade over our affairs for the last few weeks and involved 
everything in its uncertainty, has at length assumed a more definite 
aspect. An actual stoppage had already taken place on the 9th, when 
the Custom-house refused to allow any ‘urther grain to be shipped. 
According to their statements the specified quantity had been exported. 

A complete stagnation was the consequence, but the parties interested | 
in business were urgent in their remonstrances, so that these, backed | 
by those of the consular body, induced the authorities to amend their | 
edict, and on the 15th notification was made that the further passage 
of corn beyond Cairo would be stopped, but that the quantity in the | 
merchants’ stores at Alexandria would be allowed to go out. This is | 
rather uncertain, but may, it is estimated, amount to 20,000 ards of 
all stocks. The prohibition, by the non-arrival of grain, is therefore 
actually in force, and the limited quantity permitted to go out of the 
country will re'ieve the wants of shipping in port, but can hardly be 
expected to cause the rates of freight to be sustained. Cotton, flax, 
and other articles are arriving in small quantiiies, and are eagerly 
bought up. The supply of these will require a certain amount of 
tonnage, but, in the absence of the staple commodity of the country, 
the demand for vessels will no doubt be considerably less. It is 
hardly to be supposed that the prohibition will extend over a eonsider- 
able period, asthe Government vo doubt will be perfectly willing, when 
the whole crop shall have come into their hands, to throw open the 
trade and to eel at the high prices which may perhaps then be current. 
Purchases of Saidi wheat have taken place as high as 100 p ¢& Beans 
at 80 p.e. Cotton and flax are muchas last advised. In freights there 
is little activity, and the tendency is downwards. In vessels to arrive 
nothing has transpired.

Foreign Correspondence. 


From our Paris Correspondent. 
Paris, Dec. 1, 1853. 

The Emperor will probably return this evening from Fontainbleau. 
Daring his stay at that residence many idle reports were in circula- 
tion of an attempt upon bis life. It was said that a postman had 
fired at him, and that he had been wounded in the leg. There were 
several accidents—one of them was very serious; but no attempt 
was made against Louis Napoleon’s life. As he was hunting, and 
took his aim, a soldier who was placed behind a wall popped out his 
head to see the chase, and he was hit near the eye by the Emperor. 
His wound is serious, but will not probably fatal. On another 
occasion Louis Napoleon was thrown from his horse, and rather 
severely bruised his shoulder. Bat no accident more serious hap- 
pened during the hunting at Fontainebleau.

AND COLONIAL. 


FRANCE. 

There is not mach improvement to be remarked in commercial 
ffairs io Paris. The uncertainty which attaches to the Eastern 
question has caused the adjournment of all orders from the contineat 
of Europe, and it is feared that this situation may be prolonged until 
spring. It is calculated that the European merchants have suffered 
a loss amounting to several millions in consequence of the aggres- 
sion of the Emperor of Russia. The manufacturers who work for 
the German markets have made scarcely any sales during several 
months. The Russian merchants, who continued their ordinary pur- 
chases until the month of September last, have now ceased altogether, 
and the only orders received are from the South of a and 
America. Even the provincial shopkeepers have considerably cur- 
tailed their purchases. They endeavour merely to supply an assort- 
ment of goods, and to purchase according as they effect sales, The 
only manufacturers who are fully employed are those who are pre- 
paring new year's presents for the approaching festival, Letters 
from the departments announce a decline in the price of eotton 
goods at Rouen and Mulhouse, and of silk goods at L St 
Etienne, and Nimes. There have been fewer orders ved 
there from American houses this year than for some years past at the 
present season. The manufacturers of St Quentin and Tarare are 
said to be literally doing nothing, and those of Rheims, Elbeuf, and 
Vienne are compelled to force sales by a reduction of prices. A 
more marked, and particularly a more general decline of prices than 
that noticed last week has taken place in the majority of the pro- 
vincial corn markets. The letters announcing that event add that 
this pleasing fact cannot have any durable importance uatil home- 
grown wheat arrives at the markets in sufficient quantity to satisfy 
the wants of the millers, which are great. The fall in the price of 
wheat in the Paris market may be estimated at 2f the sack of 157 
kilogrammes, and even at this reduction sales are difficult. The 
flour factors have effected less sales during the entire of last week 
than they made in one day a month since. At the same time the 
arrivals are scanty, and the reserve in stores does not amount to 
more than 14,000 to 15,000 metrical quintals, Wheat has fallen If 
the sack of 120 es of every quality. Wheat of the Upper 
Seine, Montereau, and the neighbouring markets has ceased to appear 
in the Paris market. It is forwarded to Burgundy, where it brings 
45f the kilogramme, The same wheat would not bring more than 
42f gin Parie. Foreign wheat is much offered aod is difficult 
of sale. Rye, on the contrary, continues to rise; it is sought for at 
S3f 50c the 100 kilogrammes, the highest price hitherto quoted. 
Barley is likewise in demand for Burgundy, and is sold for that 
market at 26f 50¢ the 100 kilogrammes by the growers in Champagne, 
Oats are in brisk demand at Dijon. This grain had declined in the 
Paris market untila number of buyers from Burgundy appeared 
and offered 20f 34c the 100 kilogrammes, delivered at Dijon. The 
accounts received on Saturday last from the markets in the neighbour- 
hood of Paris mention a further fall of from 50c to 75c the hectolitre 
ia the price of wheat. There has been a material fall in the price of 
sheep and oxen at the late cattle fairs, caused, it is said, by the de- 
ficiency of potatoes and green food among the farmers. The price of 
butchers’ meat is, notwithstanding, fully maintained in Paris. The ac- 
counts received from the wiae-growing districts concur ia stating that 
there is aconsiderable difference in the quality of the wines of this year, 
according to the period at which the vintage took place. Those made 
at a late ‘period will be of good quality, and preferable to those of 
1852. Prices are high in every direction, and the demands of the 
growers are exorbitant for the most indifferent qualities. It is feared 
that a considerable proportion of the last vintage will not keep, which 
fact may induce the owners to abate their pretensions, Spirits of 
wine, which had fallen slightly at Bordeaux, have again risen. Some 
sales were made at 187f, they are now quoted at \90/. They have 
risen to 199t the hectolitre in Paris. 


PRUSSIA. 

The Prussian Chambers were opened on Monday last by the 
Miuister President. The speech referred almost entirely to matters 
of merely domestic interest, but at its conciusion it was said that

Prussie, supported by her own strength, and fully con- 
scious of her own power, would continue, as heretofore, her efforts in 
every direction to maintaiu peace, and would hold in the cause of 
peace and moderation an independent and impartial tone throughout 
the whole of this difficult question.” 


AUSTRIA. 

The Augsburg Gasette contains some reflections on the state of the 
finances in Austria, which are not exactly calculated to raise very 
sanguine hopes that an improvement is likely to take place. All the 
ground gained in the diminution of the State-paper currency from 
April to the end of Jane was, with the exception of 2,000,0008, lost 
by the end of October. “The extraordinary receipts from the last 
loan have ceased, and the deficit in the receipts has to be made up 
by an inerease of the non-consolidated debt.” The highest amount 
of State notes is fixed by Government at 150,000,000f1, and as 
only 3,686,6934 of that sum are wanting, it is to be feared, that if no 
financial operation takes place, before the middle of next month the 
full sum will be in circulation. During the last nine months Govern- 
ment hag repaid 8,000 009f to the Austrian Bank, and payments to 
the amount of 20,000,000 have been recvived on account of the 
Reserve Bank Shares, which have recently been emitted, but the 
reduction in the Bank paper currency is no larger than 3,300,000f1. 
The worst of the thing is, that none of the money, or a mere trifle 
has been expended iu the purchase of ballion. The value of the 
Bank notes in circulation at the end of the last month was 
193,100,5624, 








TURKEY AND RUSSIA. 


Beyond a few skirmishes between the contending powers, no move- 
ment of importance has taken place. It is asserted that the Emperor 

of Russia, when he heard of the passage of the Tarks at Oltenitza, 
and of the defeat of his forces, gave orders for the whole of the army 
of Poland to march for the Principalities, and determined on sending 
his guards and the invalids who garrison the Russian fortresses, to 
supply the place of the troops so moved from Poland. If this be 
true, it shows a determination on the part of the Emperor Nicholas 
to push the war with the utmost vigour, and it at the same time 
proves that the troops which were to have reinforced Prince Gort- 
schakoff's army have been otherwise disposed of. 

The following are the latest items of intelligence :— 

On the 25 h ult. the Turks advaneed from Kalatat twelve English 
miles towards Krajova, and formed an entrenched camp for 8,000 
meo. Large bodies of Turks at the same time passed up and down 
the Danube. On the 26th the Turks constructed a bridge between 
Rustchuk and the Island of Moknan. ‘The Russian steam frigate 
Wiadimir bas been taken by an Egyptian war steamer, 

The Turks have been bombarding the Russian position at Giurgevo. 
They oecupied the island of Moknan, but were dislodged by the artil- 
lery, under General Formosoff.. The Turks have, however, resisted 
all the efforts of the Russians to expel themfrom their position below 
Hirsova, at the confluence of the Tulonitza and the Danube. 

General Baraguay d'Hilli«rs had been received in grand audience 
by the Sultan, who treated him with great distinction. 


SWEDEN. 

The King opened the Diet in person on the 24th ult. His Majesty 
observed :—“ I willcause to be laid before you a statement of a 
complete, system of defence. Such a system is imperatively called 
for, in order to place the country in a position to preserve its inde- 
pendence.” It appears that the concentration of troops in Russian 
Finland has excited much apprehension amongst the Swedes. 


AMERICA. 

We have advices from New York to the 15:h ult. In the stock 
market a rapid rise had occurred, especially as regards speculative 
descriptions, in some of which it was as much as 5 or 10 per cent.;

INDIA AND CHINA. 

The following intelligence has reached ws by ‘the overland 
mail :— 

The murderer of the late Colonel Mackeson has been executed, 
and the frontier is comparatively tranquil. During the late alarms 
rumours were afloat that some half-dozen of the frontier posts were to 
be attacked simultaneously, and at nearly all of them the garrison 
was under arms all night. The troops were overworked, and it be- 
came apparent that the garrisons of Peshawur, Murvee, Bawul Pio- 
dee, and other frontier poats were inconveniently scanty wader such 
circumstances. The force at Peshawar is, copsequedtly, to be very 
largely augmented. There will be no difficulty io providing the 
troops, for, with the exception of a weak brigade at’ Mooltan, the 
whole of the regular troops io the Punjab, amounting to. between 
50,000 to 60,000 of all arms, have been massed at convenient stations 
along the road from Ferozepore to Peshawur ever since the last 
Sikh war, so as to be ready whenever required. 

The Calcutta markets were tolerably active, and prices were well 
supported. A leading firm observes:—‘ We have ‘no change to 
make in our last estimate of the coming indigo crop, which we still 
think will range between 1,05,000 and 1,08,000 mds, Our advices 
from the Dooab are of an improved character, but those from Tirhoot 
report a storm of wind and rain haviug occurred in that district, 
which had the effect of largely reducing the returns from the vats, 
and it is too late in the season for the uncut plant to recover its 
full colouring properties. The quality of this season’s produce is 
generally superior to that of last year’s, and the cakes are conse- 
quently expected to weigh lighter.” 

The annexed is from Bombay, and dated the 27th October :—“ We 
have little change to notice in the state of our money market since 
the date of our last report. Money still continues easy, and the ac- 
counts received from Chiaa by the last mail have for the present 
given a check to the large shipments of bullion that have been 
going forward to that market during the last two or three months.” 

Our advices from Shanghai are to the 27th Sept. . There was. no 
change in the state of affairs, the rebels holding the city, ; 
among themselves, and no Government formed, .Ski es 
taken place with the neighbouring villagers, who had combined to 
protect themselves.

AUSTRALIA. BORN 
By way of Singapore, we have advices fron Austtali@ tothe’ lst of 
September inclusive. Trade, both at Sydney“and at’ Melbourne, 
continued greatly depressed, and it was found impossible ‘to move 
prices upwards, The local merchants, however, appear generally to 
entertain a very confident expectation of a favowable reaction, as 
soon as the communication with the diggings was re-opened. The 
weather was beginning to be favourable for the transport of goods, 
but little could be done until about the middle of September. The 
population at the Ovens diggings was rapidly increasing, by thousands, 
and the arrivals of gold at Sydney were increasing. The receipts for 
the last ,week were 3,1650z. The total shipments were 1,427,674 oz, 
value about 5,710,688/. The priee of gold was steady at 78s per 02. 
With regard to colonial produce, the demand was brisk for both 
woo! and tallow, at satistactory prices. The export of the latter 
article to England is in future expected to be next to nothing, as the 
local consumption has considerably increased, and is said to be 
fully up tothe production. Prices were as under :—Wool, 1s to 1s 10d 
per lb for scoured to superior clips; tallow, beet, 36/ to 38! 103; 
mutton, 40/ to 45/; station, 30/ to 34?; hides, 5s to 18% each, and 
sheep skins, 3}d to 9d per Ib. The Ballarat diggings are represented 
to be increasing in richness. Several large specimens of solid gold 
had been obtained from one hole, and the successful operator had ob- 
taiued nearly 2,060 ounces in the short space of three days. The oppo- 
sition of the diggers to the license fee continued asstrong as ever, a0 
some alteration, it was thought, would have to be made; probably, 
an export duty on gold would be levied. it is highly important to 
notice that Mr Wentworth’s motion on emigration had been cadr ied 
in the Council. It was to the effect—“ That, in order to keep up that 
continuous stream of immigration which is neeessary to su the 
large and increasing demand for labour in every branch of colonial 
industry, the house recommends that immediate measures 
be taken by the Executive Governm-nt for raising, fy the 
sale of debentures secured on the territorial, revenue, a further 
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sum of 100,000/, to be remitted to the Land and Emigration Commis- 
sioners for this purpose, upon the understandiog that not less than 
four ships per month shall be to this colony until the 
fund be exhausted.” The 15th of August was an important day to 
the future welfare of the colony, as the first steamer had successfully 
crossed the sea mouth of the See The feat had been accom- 
plished by Captain Cadell, of the Lady Augusta steamer, The result 
of the trial was most satisfactcry.

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~ CUMMERGIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


The Commander-in-Chief of the French naval forces on the west 
coast of Africa, has declared that part of the coast which extends 
from the left bank of the Grand Lahou to the right back of the river 
Assinée to be in a state of blockade; that the force at the disposal of 
Captain Baudin will render this blockade effective, and that it was 
to be carried into'execution from the 26th of September last. 

The Chamber of Commerce of Lyons at a recent sitting had a long 
discussion on the subject of revision of the tariff, when the following 
resolutions ‘were come to:—“1. That prohibitions be effaced from 
the Castoms code, and rvplaced by duties, which should be at first 
strongly protective, but be afterwards gradually reduced. 2. That 
thé corn laws be revised both for the interest of the growers and the 
consumers. 3. That the decree on the importation of foreign cattle 
and salted meat be declared definitive. 4. That the duties imposed 
on taw materials used in French manufactures be suppressed, or 
considerably redueed ; and that in particular the duty on catechu, 
which is so much used in the cyeing of silk, be suppressed; that rew 
cotton be admitted free of duty; that the prohibition on cotton twist 
of'a certain number be removed, and replaced by a fixed duty, and 
that the daty on upper numbers be reduced; that the duty on iron 
be promptly reduced to what it was under the Empire; and that coal 
be admitted <a free, whether by land or sea.” ; 

The following figures regarding the French imports of coal and iron, 
extracted from official documents published by the French Custom- 
houses, supply information of iaterest at the present moment :—The 
import of coal from England into France amounted in 1852 to 664,633 
ton of 1,000 kilogrammes, and that of coke to 2.733 tons. In the same 
year France recvived 1,792,155 tons of coal and 169,398 tons of coke 
from Belgium, .Coal was also obtained in considerable quantities 
from Bhenish Prussia. As regards pig iron, the total amount 
imported mto France in 1852 was 46,244 tons, of which 15,002 tons 
were from. England, and 26,416 from Belgium. She also received 
1,841 tong of iron in bars aud 270 tons of steel from England. 

Annexed is a comparison of the present prices of wheat, flour, and 
bread in London and Paris :— 

The highest, quotstion of wheat of the first quality in Paris is 51f per 14 
heotolitre, which is equal to nearly 798 24 per quarter ; avd the highest price 
of white wheat of the first quality in London being 78s per quarter, it follows 
that wheat is nearly 1} per cent. dearer in Paris than in London. The highest 
quotation of flout of the first quality in Paris is 61f 15¢ the 100 kilogrammes, 
which ts equal to rather more than 62s 1d per eack of 280ibs English; and the 
highest quotation of flour in the London market being 75+ per suck, it follows 
that flour is nearly 21 per cent. dearer in London than in Paris, The price of 
bread of the first quality in Paris is 40¢ per kilogramme, which is equal to 
nearly 74 per 41b loaf, Englich weight; and the price of bread in London at 
the fall-priced ‘shops being 11d the 4)b loaf, it follows that breed is nearly 58 

cent. dearer in London than in Paris, The second ere as in 
‘aris is at 82c per kilogramme, which is equivalent to ra more than 
544 per tip tone The ela of bread is still quoted the same in Paris, although 
the price of four is higher. The rise in the price of flour is about 26 per ceat. 
since bread ‘was first fixed at the present quotation. f 

A case of considerable importance to shippers of foreign corn, and 
of general interest to the trade, has been before the Glocester County 
Court, and in which judgment has just been delivered by the judge, 
Mr Francilion, In May last 1,271 quarters of maize were shipped at 
Ibrail for Giocester, aod were consigned to Mesars Sturge, the well- 

known extensive corn merchants of Glocester and Birmingham. 
These gentlemen were the defendants to the present action, the 
plaintiff being a Mr Huntley, the captain of the vessel whieh brought 
the corn to Glocester. On the voyage the cargo was damaged by 
water and heat, in consequence of which it swelled, and on arrival 
at Glocester was found to have increased in bulk 32 quarters, being 
now 1,303 quarters admeasurement. Messrs Sturge paid freight onthe 
1,271 quarters, but the plaintiff also claimed fr. ight for the 32 
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oven and the question for the decision of the Court was, whether 

e plaintiff was entitled, under the circamstances, to claim freight 
for the excess over the bill of lading. No maize was put on board 
during the voyage, His Honour said, be had decided ina previous 
case that the quantity stated in the bill of lading was prima facie the 
quantity delivered, but that this was liable to. be set right by actual 
admeasurement. Here the difference was admitted to have been 
caused by the water and heat swelling the grain, and he thonght 
that, if he arrived at any other decision than one in favour of the 
defendants, he should be encouraging carelessness and even wilful 
damage on the part of the shipowners and merchant captains: He 
would also be making the corn merchant pay higher freight for 
ca damaged on the voyage than for those carried in good con- 
dition, He, therefore, gave judgment for the defendants, 

Advices from Stockholm state that the members of the Commercia} 
Union of Stockholm have unanimously agreed upon sending in a 
| petition to the King for a thorough revision of the customs. laws. 
| The petitioners point out the desirability of a very low tariff on all 

raw materials and all articles of food, of the of all prohibi 
laws, aad of the introduction of duties accor ing to measure cal 
weight, instead of ad valorem. 

The accounts from Mauritius come down to 18th of October, and 
the annexed mercantile intelligence is extracted from a price cur- 
rent of that date:—“ The sugar market bas been animated, anda 
ready sule has beeu found for the greater part of that which has been. 
brought forward at prices ranging from 3 dolg 50c to 5 dols 75e, ac- 
cording to quality. The shipments to the 17th of October amount to 
22,311,934 lbs against 16,734,288 lbs at about the same period last 
year. The rates of freight are from 3/ 153 te 3/ 178 6d.” 

Much satisfaction has been expressed by the mercantile interest 
that the Board of Customs has resolved upon affording merchants an 
home of personally making inquiry aud representations upon 
matters relating to Customs. A room on the ground floor at the 
eastern end of the Custom-house is to be ippropriated to the hearing 
of complaints aud appeals under the Customs Consolidated Act of 
1853. The Court so appointed will be held ou Taesdays aud Fridays 
in each week, when a commissioner will be appointed to judge the 
matters brought before him for adjudication. ‘The Court will be open 
to the public, and its proceedings will form a new and interesting 
feature of public intelligence ; whilst to the mereantile community it 
will render egsential service in the settlement of disputes between 
the merchants and the officers of Customs,

If these returns show on the one hand a large demand 
for money by the decrease of private deposits, and the in- 
crease of private securities to the extent of 326,212/ , 
they also show in the large incréase of public deposits 
a large supply. .The increase of securities consists, besides the 
increase of priyate securities just mentioned, of 1,011,612/ of 
public securities, of which the Bank has become possessed in 
exchange probably for some of the Emperor Nicholas’s gold, 
which he has had sent tohim, fearing probably that it might not be 
safe here, or that he may want it.

e demand for money this week has been considerable, and it 
continues to-day. No bills can be discounted under the Bank 
rate, and 4} per cent. is freely given for*money on cali.’ The 
pressure, however, is probably temporary. A great demand 
always exists for money to meet the 4th of the month, which, 
falling now on Sunday, all bills must be taken up to-morrow, and 
to meet them the demand is momentarily great. As always 
happens, however, when there is an apprehension that money will 
be wanted, parties who can command it provide themselves over- 
abundantly, and a part of the present pressure is attributed to 
this excessive prudence. With the public deposits increasing at 
the rateof 1,500,000/ per week, the pressure cannot long continue, 
and probably a very few days will see it materially lessened. 

The exchanges have become more favourable, but they do not 
yet lead us to expect the import of gold, but they are against any 
further export. This circumstance will operate to lessen the 
pressure in the money market. 

The Bank of England has given notice that it will make its 
usual advances on the deposit of stock, during the shutting of the 
transfer books at 44 per cent., the usual 4 per cent. below its rate 
of discount. 

The demand for money has led to applications being made to 
the Bank by holders of the dissented stocks falling due in January, 
and which the Bank recently notified their willingness to discount 
at 3 per.cent., to discount their claims on these terms. This, 
joined to other circumstances, is causing the active demand for 
money to be sensibly felt at the Bank. 

The public funds have shown some tendency to decline in the

The absence of heavy eupplice during the past month, together with a some. 
what improved demand for home copeumption, have again reduced the stocks 
in the ports, and although the receipte in December are likely to be larger than 
in the corresponding month of 1852, we sball probably close the year with 
about fifteen thousand tons less thau on the let of January. 

Since the arrive] of the last Brozil mail, confirming the great deficiency of 
the coffee crop, there bas been a speculative demand for native sorte, and large 
sales have been made at an advance of 2s per cwt on the quotations of the 
lst ultimo. Foreign eorts, suitable to home consumption, such as Mocha and 
Costa Rica, remain without change in value, and the sales of the purely 
export kinds have been so limited, by the want of supplies, as scarcely te give 
quotations. 

Messrs Corrie avd Co.’s report of the tea market is, that on 
Tuesday, after the delivery of the letters by the overland mail, 
the activity in the market was renewed. ‘The chief operations 
were in common congou, which opened at 1s 3d per lb buyers, 
and closed at 1s 34d, the amount of business having been large. 
To-day the excitement in the market is at an end, but a steady 
demand prevails, aud prices are fully supported. The quotation 
for common congon is 1s 34d per lb, with full prompt, Duty was 
paid at this port during the week ending 24th inst. on 584,073 lbs, 
against 550,883 in the same period last year. 

Of the silk market, Mr Henry W. Eaton says :— 

As might be expected, our market has continued comparatively quiet Guring 
the last month. In Chines some farther business hae been Gone in Teatlées 
angi Taysaame. In Cantons also a few small parcels have been taken, chiefly 
of the coarser descriptions, for export as well as home consumption. The ex- 
pected early arrival, however, of the Challenger jand (Nightingale, bringitig s 
large portion of the silk known to be on the way, has naturally induced 
to hold back until these silks are fairly on the market, which will be the case 
in the course of a week, when a reeumption of a fair current basinese may ‘be 
expected. In Bengals the finest descriptions have been rather neglected, 
owing in some degree to the suspension of the dem»nd for export, ‘dnd may 
be quoted lower. The good B and C sizes still sel! readily, but the common quali- 
ties of native silk, which are at the moment inferior even for sort, may be 
bought at easier rates. In Italian silk a few throwne have been sold at a re- 
duction, but in raws there is little alteration. 


The total sales of cotton this week in the Liverpool market 
show a larger business than was anticipated from the brokers’ 
daily reports. They sum up 46,000 bales, of which speculators 
have taken 6,000, exporters 3,000, and spinners the remainin 
37,000 bales—a rather large qnantity considering the su 
large decrease in the consumption. Quotations are unchanged, 
but clean cotton is decidedly more difficult to purchase at former 
prices. The business of to-day is reported at 6,000 bales at 
steady rates. The American accounts received this week confirm 
the repcrts of the injury done to the crop in many sections by the 
late frost. This, together with the unfavourable season thus” far 
throughout, makes the hope of a yield like the last more and 
more improbable. Some estimates go as low as two and 
a half million bales; others, with a protracted picking ‘season 
and an open winter, hope for a yield of three millions. 
In New York prices remained high, notwithstanding the, unfavour- 
able reports from Kurope regarding politics and commerciabaffairs, 
At New Orleans prices were even $c per lb higherthamlast mail ad- 
vised. Shipping being but very scarce, freights were extremely 
high, 1d being the last engagement for Liverpool; shipments 
were consequently much curtailed, being to Liverpool in the last 
week only 14,000 bales, against 40,000 bales in the correspond- 
ing week of last season. The receipts were 245,000 bales 
less, anda further decrease was expected. The sales in the 
London market have been 1,790 bales.’ Low cotton sells at very 
nominal prices, but Surats above good middling are firm and 
scarcely to be obtained at previous quotations, 

The following isan interesting extract of Mr William Mure’s 
circular, dated New York, Noy. 8 :— 

The weather during the greater part of October was dry and favourable for 
picking. On the 24th of that month a frost ¢xtended from New York to 
New Orleans, which, iv most sectious of the Atlantic States and Alabama, 
was sufficiently severe to arrest vegetation, but south of Memphis, Tennessee, 
no injury was sustained. A few days later, however, a severe frost visited the 
cotton region, and ice was formed at Moutgomery, Mobile, and Vicksburg ; 
and it is now generally asserted that the plant is destroyed, and that # great 
portion of the second growth will be entirely lost. 

At New Orleans the estimates of crop are higher than in the Atlantic 
States or in this port. Here they range from 2,600,000 to 8,000,000 pales, 
and it is generally admitied by those who take the most favouruble view that 
it must be 250.000 to 300,000 bales lees than last year, while many assert 
that it will be 500.000 to 600,000 bales less. I may mention that one of my 
most intimate planting friends, from whom I have received in former seasons 
very valuable information, takes a most gloomy view of the crop. This gen- 
tleman has five plantations in Louisiana, Misviesippl, and Arkansas, and 
their aggregate production Jast year was 3,800 baler, while this reason, from 
the report of the overseers, he does nut expe ct to realise More than 2,600 bales. 
The quality of the receipts ise much worse than last season, being inferior in 
colour and staple, The betver grades will be very scarce. 

The circular of Messrs Andrew Low and Co., speaks dif- 
ferently :— 
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Our cotton market, opening in October at 10 cents for middling, eunk to 
nine, and would have f.\lowed down to eight, but for the advance in Liverpool 
—unexpected and inopportune, 

At has checked the decline, encouraged planters to hold back their crops, 
apd postponed the Enylish business for at least a month. The purchases 
made have been chicfly on Northern account, and there bas Leen some specula- 
tion fostered by the foreign advices, 

Upon the ¢rop question expectations have been considerably modified since 
the frost of 25th October, which is stated, with a confidence in which we do 
Pi are, to have been general and destructive, That the plant has been 

led on most of the high lands of the Atlantic States, we have no doubt, but 
that in the lower counties, and in the breadth of the Westcra cotton country, 
the bolls aze not destroyed we are well satisfied, 


Business in the oil and seeds market continues to improve, and 
prices forseveral articles are higher. Tallow has been statfonary. 
Sperm oil has advanced 20s per ton, Linseed oil, too, is from 5s 
to 10s per ton dearer. 

Freights continue about the same as last week, and according 


to the Weekly Shipping Last the freight to Melbourne or Geelong 
is now, as it was then, from 85s to 105s. 

With reference to our manufacturing districts, which now de- 
servedly occupy much attention, we lay the following extract from 
Messrs Du Fay and Co.’s trade report of the 1st inst. before our 
rae as supplying information at present interesting and va- 
uable :— 

While all the adverse circumstances, noticed in our last report continue, and 
war is waged in the Turkish provinces, the home and foreign trade must 
naturally remain in a dormant state. Neverthelese, and it speaks well for 
both, distrust doee not increase, confidence is gradually gainicg ground, which 
conclusion a rather easier state of the money market during the last week 
seemed to warrant. With regard to this improvement, howeve:, we must warn 
our friends not to lay too great a stress upon a momentary relief, which is 
mainly caused by a contraction In all branches of trade.

The m re important manufacturers of Ashton, Staleybridge, and Hyde 
have, with very few exceptions, resorted to short-time workiug. Ia some of 
the other districts the mills have now been stopped for nearly tive weeks, and 
the quantity, of yarns and goods thu; kept out oft..e market is very considerable. 

If we divide the chief cotton consuming places around us isto five districts, 
of which Manchester, Preston, Ashton, Burnley, and Siockyport are the centres, 
Ashton and itsneighbourhood consume more than one-fifth of the cotton which 
is, worked, up weekly in the-e districts. If we take the present reduced con- 
aumptioa of cotton at 30,000 bags weekly, the Ashton district, by working rhort- 

time, would still further diminish that consumption by about 2,200 bags week'y;
